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Annual Meeting 
Well Attended 


Coleman annual ratepayers' meeting, at¬ 
tended by 30 persons, heard Chairman of Fin¬ 
ance Ted Kryczka report that the town had en ¬ 
joyed a good year, completing the town busi¬ 
ness with a surplus of over $4,000. 


Fire Chief Henry Zak also re¬ 
ported his department has had a 
successful year with only nine 
fires being attended, four of which 
were in the Improvement District. 

Total fire loss for the year was 
$4640. He advised the brigade has 
revived the annual hose coupling 
competitions and that poster and 
essay contests are being conduct¬ 
ed during Fire Prevention Week. 
He advised that inspections were 
being regularly conducted in the 
schools and that inspections had 
been made at Phillips Cable Plant 
and also at the gas plant. 

The Public Works Department 
report, given by Fred MacLeod, in 
the absence of J. Jenkins, showed 
that this department had stayed 
within its budget, and that a new 
grader had been purchased ay 
the department, which was a great 
asset to the town. 

Chairman of Police, Mel Cornett 
reported that the town had a mini¬ 
mum expenditure in the depart¬ 
ment, as the town had been po¬ 
liced free by the RCMPolice. 

A provincial contract has been 
arranged whereby ROMP police 
the town now at no cost. The 
town is still entitled to certain 
fines. The only duties the ROMP 
does not attend to are dog and 
animal problems. 

Victor Kryzwy, chairman of 
Health and Welfare, reported that 
due to little unemployment in the 
area this department has not been 
busy. 

Councillor Fred MacLeod re¬ 
ported that the sewer system is 
now complete and the total de¬ 
benture cost is $280,000. Mr. Mac¬ 
Leod predicted a ten-mill increase 
in tax to cover the cost of the 
debenture. 

Chairtnan of Parks and Ceme¬ 
teries, John Binda, advised that 
some work had been done in these 
areas and more was being plan¬ 
ned for the coming year. 

Mayor John Holyk reported that 
the gas company, owned by the 
town, had enjoyed a successful 
year with a good surplus being 
realized. He outlined the financial 
statement prepared for this utility. 

Chairman of the Light and Wat¬ 
er Company, Mel Cornett, advis¬ 
ed that this utility had also had a 
good year, showing a surplus of 
$5,000. He stated the new pump¬ 
house being built for the water 
system, is nearing completion and 
should be in operation by spring. 

Secretary - treasurer Dick Jen¬ 
sen reported that an increase in 
delinquent taxes was evident. He 
forecast the need for an increase 
in the millrate. 

John Salus of the School Board, 
reported that a school division has 
been formed in the Crows Nest 
Pass and that a new school will 
be contracted for on a site to be 
chosen by the division. 

He advised that Coleman and 
Biairmore each had two sites, and 
Frank and Hfflcrest each had one 

site. Mr. Salus utilised Grant Hall had 

been appointed chairman of the 
board and that Mrs. Nora Collid¬ 
ing, Mrs. Lorraine Aiello and him¬ 
self would serve three, two and one 
years respectively on the board: 
Grant Hall and John Lloyd of 
Biairmore, will serve three and 
two year periods and Veno Pozzi 
of Hillorest and Joe Krywolt of 
Frank will serve three and one 
year periods on the board. 

He advised that a grievance and 
negotiations committee was form¬ 
ed comprising Nora Goulding, 
John Lloyd and Joe Krywolt. 

Stu Murdoch, a member of the 
Crows Nest Pass Municipal Hos¬ 
pital Board presented a detailed 
report of the hospital’s functions 
during the past year. He stated 
the board was attempting to get a 
new 55-bed hospital for the Crows 
Nest Pass which would greatly 
benefit the area. 

Ted Kryczka reported on the 
Sports Association, and stated a 
good year had been experienced. 
The high cost of operation he at¬ 
tributed to a break-down is the 


ice plant. He advised that a secre¬ 
tary was needed to replace Dave 
Feregotto, who has resigned. 

Mr. Kryczka also reported that 
the town has obtained much valu¬ 
able information and aid from the 
Old Man River Palnning Commis¬ 
sion. A sub-regional study is be¬ 
ing made that will greatly bene¬ 
fit the area. 

The municipal inspector’s report 
was read and showed that town 
business was being conducted in 
an efficient manner. 

Mayor Holyk concluded the meet¬ 
ing by expressing thanks to the 
members of the council and the 
town employees who had done an 
excellent job during the year.

The Great Vineyards 
Of Niagara 

(David L. Wrightson) 

From studies of the “soil map 
of the world” it has been discov¬ 
ered that there are over 20 vari¬ 
ations of soil type in which vine¬ 
yards may be successfully grown. 
No less than six of these are found 
in the Niagara fruit-growing area, 
a region that extends from Hamil¬ 
ton on the west to the Niagara 
River on the east — approximately 
50 miles. It varies from 3 to 7 
miles in width, with Lake Ontario 
on the north and the Niagara es¬ 
carpment on the south. Geologists 
tell us that this escarpment once 
formed the southern shore of the 
glacial Lake Iroquois. 

In 1906 the Ontario Department 
of Agriculture established the 
Horticultural Experimental Sta¬ 
tion at Vineland. In the 60 years 
since, grape growers of the Penin¬ 
sula and Canadian wineries have 
benefitted greatly from the tech¬ 
nical and viticultural advances 
made by the station. 

For many years the standard 
native grape varieties. Concord 
and Niagara, were used exclusive¬ 
ly by the commercial wine grow¬ 
ers. These multi-purpose grapes 
yielded reasonably palatable wine. 
But in 1984 the largest of the Ca¬ 
nadian wineries, Brights Wines of 
Niagara Falls, instituted a pro¬ 
gram of vineyard research that 
resulted in the introduction of new 
wine grapes to the Niagara penin¬ 
sula, never before grown there in 
commercial quantities. New vari¬ 
eties like the Agawam, Elvira, 
Dutchess, Losnanto. Delaware, 
President and Westfield were thus 
introduced and acclimatized. 

Ten years later the same win¬ 
ery gambled hundreds of thousands 
of dollars on these new grapes: 


450 acres of standard grapes were 
rooted up to make room for the 
newcomers, among which were 
some 25 French hybrids. The seem¬ 
ing rashness of this step can be 
appreciated when one realizes that 
these vineyards were in the very 
prime of life with an annual in¬ 
come yield of approximately $70,- 
000 and a capital value of a quart¬ 
er of a million dollars. 

The gamble was enormously suc¬ 
cessful. From these new $-apes 
came fine Canadian wines that are 
equal to or better than the great 
majority of wines imported from 
any country in the world. 

Any wine is only as good as 
the grape from which it is made; 
many of the grapes growing in 
Ontario today are world famous. 
Imported to this country as seed¬ 
lings; nursed, babied and cult¬ 
ured in the experimental plots of 
Niagara; proven in the fertile 
clay of the peninsula, these re¬ 
nowned aristocrats of the wine 
world now flourish in commercial 
quantities in Canadian vineyards. 
The Pinot Noir, Chardonnay, Mare 
chal Foch, and many varieties of 
the Selbd -to name but a few 
— make our vineyards rank with 
the great vineyards of the wodd. 

The soil and sun of Niagara, the 
determination of provincial agri¬ 
cultural experts and the vision of 
Ontario wineries have resulted in 
wines that deservedly rank with 
the great “wines of the country” 
being grown today. 

“Prmem of Progress”, a stage 
presentation by General Motor*, 
which informs young Cwt o dtoo s 
of the opportunities and 'hillragn 
in a science career is on tha road 
most of each year playing, to high 
school audiences.

Cancer Immunology 
Advanced By 
Montreal Scientists 

Immunology, as a weapon in 
dealing with cancer, is getting 
help from investigations by the 
Institute of Microbiology of the 
University of Montreal into the 
well known vaccine, BOG. The 
promising part of immunology as 
a science is that it uses the body’s 
own disease-fighting mechanisms. 

Dr. Armand Frappier, Director 
of the Institute, and his colleague, 
Dr. Paul Lemonde, have been 
working with newly born ham¬ 
sters which they innoculate with 
BOG. Later they “transplant” by 
injection into the animal tumor 
cells which have been started in 
other animals from polyoma, a 
cancer-producing virus. It was 
found that in hamsters treated 
with BOG, the development of

tumors was retarded, the survival 
rate was longer and metastasis, or 
the spread of cancer, was de¬ 
creased. 

Of all cancer treatment methods 
bping exploded, immunology is 
orje of the most promising today. 
Scientists think that cancer is 
probably more universal than peo¬ 
ple think and that, like TB, it oc¬ 
curs in many people but is held 
dormant by immunological re¬ 
sponses within the body. The im¬ 
munologist hopes to “harness” 
this force on a wide scale. 

One reason for its importance 
is that drugs adapted to the treat¬ 
ment of cancer can effectively de¬ 
stroy cancer cells but unfortu¬ 
nately will usually also kill heal¬ 
thy cells. Thus, if the natural re¬ 
sistance of the body can be “trig¬ 
gered” there is hope for a gen¬ 
eral control of the disease. 

The annual campaign of the 
Canadian Cancer Society makes 
this kind of research possible. 

More than 50 per cent of the 
funds raised in the campaign, or 
more than $2,500,000 in 1966, are 
allocated by the Society’s affili¬ 
ate, the National Cancer Institute, 
to research grants and fellowships 
to explore such projects as im¬ 
munology; at present a total of 
eight grantees are working on var¬ 
ious phases of this science. 

The combination of all this re¬ 
search is our greatest hope that 
the fear of cancer may some day 
before long vanish from Canada. 


Today’s sophisticated methods of 
communication have made the 
world a smaller place in which to 
live. People in distant countries 
are as close as our telephones, 
radioo and television sets. We 
rtuist now think of them as neigh¬ 
bors in the world community, in 
much the same way as we think 
of cur next door neighbors as part 
cf our immediate community. 

It has been our tradition to 
help our neighbors whenever they 
meet with misfortune. It has been 
the tradition of the Canadian Red 
Cross to do the same on our be¬ 
half for our overseas neighbors. 
But today, because of modern 
communication, we have a greater 
responsibility for the cultural and 
economic welfare of people in un¬ 
derdeveloped countries. 

To meet this responsibility, the 
form of Red Cross international 
relief has changed. The “handout” 
has been replaced by the “helping 
hand”. Trained personnel are be¬ 
ing sent abroad to bring know¬ 
how to the people in the develop¬ 
ing countries. 

Material assistance has not been 
abandoned altogether, but it is 
looked upon more as an interim 
measure until the source of the 
difficulties has been corrected. 

Last year, the Canadian Red 
Cross spent over $800,000 on in¬ 
ternational relief. 

We think this is a sound invest¬ 


ment in international relations for 
it will result In better human re¬ 
lations the world over.

The February issue of Consumer 
Reports came into my office some 
time ago, but I’ve only now had a 
chance to glance at it. I noticed 
an article on steamspray Irons, 
and thought I’d pass some of the 
information along to you. 

The last time they rated irons, 
the newest' feature was the added 
spray; now, teflon soleplates are 
new. 

The tests found all models satis¬ 
factory as dry irons, but show¬ 
ing a wide performance range 
when used with steam. It is worth 
noting good steam ironing depends 
much more on the amount of 
steam produced by the iron and 
on how uniformly it is delivered; 
than on the number of soleplate 
vents that advertisers are so fond 
of touting. While too little steam 
was a problem with some models, 
none produced too much. Even 
when heavy steamers were used 
on fabric requiring relatively lit¬ 
tle moisture, there was no problem 
with excessive steam. Although 
heavy steamers will probably re¬ 
quire somewhat more frequent re¬ 
filling, it’s worth this minor in¬ 
convenience to get faster, more 
efficient and easier ironing. 

Good spray action is also a fea¬ 
ture to look for, and this means, 
a finely atomized mist that cov¬ 
ers the area in front of the iron 
without the need to lift or tilt the 
iron or pump the spray mechan¬ 
ism excessively. The finer the mist 
the less chance of water spottii^. 

The report stated that Teflon 
coating doesn’t make a hot iron 
slide more easily over a fabric. 
However, Teflon offers some dis¬ 
tinct advantages that CU consid¬ 
ers well worth the extra dollar or 
two on the price. First lint and 
starch do not accumulate on the 
soleplate as they do on aluminum. 
(A similar advantage was found 
with the stainless steel soleplates 
of the Sears 6223 and Hoover 4400) 
Second, scratches on the Teflon 
coating were less likely to result 
in burrs that could snag fabrics 
during ironing. Finally, if a syn¬ 
thetic fabric J acetate for instance) 
should melt from too hot an Iron, 
it would not stick to a Teflon 
coating as it would to all other 
soleplates, including those of stain¬ 
less steel. 

Finally, these few tips on care 
of your steam iron to avoid 
scratching the soleplate, always 
store an iron on its heel rest. 
Seme manufacturers suggest that 
minor scratches on uncoated alum¬ 
inum soleplates may be smoothed 
with fine sandpaper or steel wool; 
starch and other accumulations 
may be removed with a non¬ 
abrasive household cleanser. The 
soleplate is less likely to pick up 
residue if it is waxed. You can 
wax it quickly by passing the iron 
at a low temperature setting over 
a sheet off wax paper. Then polish 
the soleplate with a soft cloth. 

Hard or chemically softened wa¬ 
ter should never be used In a 
steam iron. It leaves a residue 
that can easily clog the small 
orifices of the steam and spray 
mechanism. Most manufacturers 
recommend distilled or demineral¬ 
ized water, and CU concurs. You 
can demineralize tap water by 
running it through a demineraliz¬ 
ing cartridge. Such cartridges are 
available at supermarkets and it 
hardware stores. Be sure to re¬ 
place the cartridge when a change 
in its color signals that it is ex¬ 
hausted. 

The article discusses several dif¬ 
ferent makes in regard to the 
above qualities, and lists all makes 
in order of acceptability.

Expo Express and the minirail 
are finding bridges and ponds and 
lagoons right where they should 
be according to plan — as they 
swing around and about on trial 
runs.. 

The LaRonde amusement area 
is already gay with the French 
Village, the English Pub, -the 
Children’s World, The Garden of 
the Stars. 

The dolphins are learning their 
lessons well in their Florida train¬ 
ing school; the kangaroos are 
kicking up in Australia and will 
be all ready for their places at 
the Children’s Zoo. 

And food — would you believe 
35 chefs in as many countries, 
drawing up special menus and 
practising their culinary art in new 
and untold ways?

to marital, parenUMd relation¬ 
ship problems, tensions, senior 
citizens, disabled, individual ad¬ 
justments and budgeting. A great 
amount of vocational guidance was 
also given. Short term services 
were provided to 93 families. These 
services included clarification of 
problems, information about com¬ 
munity resources, and referral to 
professional persons or agencies. 

Although there were similarities 
in the problems they presented, 
they were -nevertheless distinct, 
unique families in many respects, 
and thereby required special un¬ 
derstanding and individualized ser¬ 
vices. 

“What are these troubled fam¬ 
ilies like?” “Were they able to 
obtain the help they needed?” 

They are families from our 
whole area, from the British Co¬ 
lumbia boundary to Pincher Creek, 
inclusive. From many walks of 
life — of many different national 
backgrounds and religions. 

The majority of these families 
were able to use a short series of 
counselling sessions to make a 
beginning in sorting out their prob¬ 
lems, and were encouraged to 
proceed on their own as much as 
possible. Others required help over 
a longer period of time, perhaps 
six or eight months. We were un¬ 
able to help some families who 
came to us, either because of their 
insufficient desire for change, or 
long established patterns of be¬ 
havior. 

In carrying out counselling ser¬ 
vices of the agency, all available 
resources in the community were 
used - the Towns and Munici¬ 
palities, Department of Public 
Welfare, Doctors, Lawyers, Chin¬ 
ook Health Unit, Guidance Clinic, 
Canada Manpower offices, Clergy, 
Police Department, Family Court, 
Schools, Service Clubs and any¬ 
one, person or organization in the 
community that had any service 
to offer which would help us with 
our clients. 

A family agency, to fulfill its 
entire function in the community, 
must also get involved in social 
action. 

When learning of the purpose 
of a family agency, a person once 
said “I see your job is to pot 
yourself out of business.” This is 
true. Besides helping people with 
their present problems, social 
agencies have a responsibility to 
wack towards the prevention of 
such problems. This involves work¬ 
ing in co-operation with other 
groups and individuals, towards 
bettering the total community. 

In conclusion, I ask you to be 
like the postage stamp—its value 
lies in its ability to stick to the 
one thing until it gets there. So, 
we ask you to stay with us until 
we manage to “put ourselves out 
of business”.
